AMERICAN EDUCATION AND UNESCO PLANS 
Many Am ericans are not ready to admit that 
the United Nations has done much to weaken the 
national loyalty which has been a source of g reat 
U. S. streng th. 
Nevertheless, this is being ac­ 
complished slowly, and one of the causes is the 
United Nations Educational Scientific and Cul­ 
tural Org anization (UNESCO) which has some 
plans and ideas of its own reg arding American 
education. 
UNESCO distributes much information about 
the desirability of One World Government, the 
acceptance of which necessarily diminishes the 
im portance of American nationalism. The words 
“ patriot” and “ patriotism ” must confine them­ 
selves to the hig her calling of One Worldism. 
ft is submitted that UNESCO’s purpose is to 
establish a world g overnment. 
This does not 
impug n the motives of those people who honestly 
believe that a world super state is the only way 
to world peace. 
However, we do not see the 
practicability of this idea as long as the com­ 
m unists, who believe in total subjug ation of the 
individual, p ersist in their announced g oal of 
ruling the world. 
ft is further submitted that the communists have 
always used the United Nations for a purpose q uite 
different from the hopes held out for it by free 
people, and that a close study of UNESCO will 
reveal that this ag ency has been used to promote 
plans that would not serve the hopes of free 
people. 
The communists do not intend to be a 
p art of a world g overnment; they intend to control 
it. A careful study of UNESCO will reveal that a 
larg e portion of its educational effort has been in 
the direction of breaking down nationalism in o r­ 
der to promote world g overnment. 
F or instance, the UNESCO booklet, “ Toward

“ The American Leg ion’s objections to UNESCO 
can be placed in three major categ ories. Each of 
them is supported by voluminous evidence, all 
of which is taken from the public record. F irst, 
the American Leg ion believes that, from the days 
of its org anization, UNESCO has been a haven 
for many individuals whose loyalty to the United 
States is severely compromised, if not sub­ 
merg ed, by a demonstrated sympathy for com­ 
munist objectives. 
“ Our second principal objection to UNESCO is 
that throug h its own publications, UNESCO ap­ 
pears to us to advocate world g overnment. 
“ The third of our major objections to UNESCO 
is that it is, in our opinion, endeavoring to in­ 
fluence the educational system of the U. S. throug h 
the U. S. National Commission for UNESCO.” 
UNESCO has always been a haven for procom­ 
munists from both sides of the iron curtain. In 
1951 Mrs. A. Jeg alova was named Chief of the 
Secondary Educational Division of UNESCO. She 
is a form er chief of the Inspection Division of the 
Soviet Ministry of Education. 
There’s no mistaking the purposes of UNESCO 
when one looks at the roster of the top brass 
of the past and present. As many as 20 Russians 
have been among the executive members of the 
org anization in recent years. These are the people 
who have been formulating and controlling the 
policies of UNESCO which seeks to influence 
American children.

Vincent Robert Capodanno was killed in action in Vietnam on Se p ­ 
tember 4, 1967, a fellow chaplain said this about him: “Chaplain Capodanno loved life 
and the lives of others so much that he gave his own for them." 
Before receiving his Navy commission in 1965, Maryknoll Father Capodanno served 
for six and one-half years as a missionary in Taiwan. He requested duty with the Marines 
in Vietnam because he wanted to be where he could do the most good. After a year's 
tour he extended it for six months. During the fourth month he was assigned to the 3rd 
Battalion of the 5th U. S. Marine Regiment, which found itself in a rough fight in the 
Que Son valley, 30 miles south of Da Nang. Father Capodanno was with Mike Company 
and as always was far from the comparative security of the battalion commanders group. 
They were nearly surrounded by North Vietnamese Army Regulars. With little regard for 
his own safety, Chaplain Capodanno moved among the dead and wounded administer­ 
ing last rites, praying and soothing. An enemy mortar shell mangled his right arm and 
hand but he continued until machine gun fire hit him in the back. He died serving God, his

AMERICAN EDUCATION AND UNESCO PLANS 
Many Americans are not ready to admit that 
the United Nations has done much to weaken the 
national loyalty which has been a source of great 
U. S. strength. 
Nevertheless, this is being ac­ 
complished slowly, and one of the causes is the 
United Nations Educational Scientific and Cul­ 
tu ral Organization (UNESCO) which has some 
plans and ideas of its own regarding American 
education. 
UNESCO distributes much information about 
the desirability of One World Government, the 
acceptance of which necessarily diminishes the 
importance of American nationalism. The words 
“ patriot” and “ patriotism ” must confine them­ 
selves to the higher calling of One Worldism. 
It is submitted that UNESCO’s purpose is to 
establish a world government. 
This does not 
impugn the motives of those people who honestly 
believe that a world super state is the only way 
to world peace. 
However, we do not see the 
practicability of this idea as long as the com­ 
m unists, who believe in total subjugation of the 
individual, p ersist in their announced goal of 
ruling the world. 
It is further submitted that the communists have 
always used the United Nations for a purpose quite 
different from the hopes held out for it by free 
people, and that a close study of UNESCO will 
reveal that this agency has been used to promote 
plans that would not serve the hopes of free 
people. 
The communists do not intend to be a 
p art of a world government; they intend to control 
it. A careful study of UNESCO will reveal that a 
large portion of its educational effort has been in 
the direction of breaking down nationalism in o r­ 
der to promote world government. 
For instance, the UNESCO booklet, “ Toward 
W orl^y&dqrstapding,” says: 
“ One of the chief aims of education is to develop 
those qualities of citizenship which provide the 
foundation upon which international government 
must be based. . . The kindergarten or infant 
school has a significant part to play in the child’s 
education. 
It can correct many of the e rro rs of 
home training and prepare the child for member­ 
ship in the world society. 
It’s most frequently 
in the family that children are infected with na­ 
tionalism (patriotism), hearing what is national 
extolled and what is foreign disparaged.” 
Still quoting from the UNESCO textbook; 
“ The school should, therefore, use the means 
described earlier to combat these family attitudes. 
As long as the child breathes the poisoned air 
of nationalism, (emphasis ours) education in 
world-mindedness can produce only rather p re­ 
carious resu lts.” 
This is typical of UNESCO 
thinking. 
There are UNESCO committees set up in almost 
every community in America. The literature of 
UNESCO is distributed in our public schools under 
the sponsorship of the National Education Associ­ 
ation and the Parent Teachers Association. The 
machinery for distributing the UNESCO philoso­ 
phy of one-world government is powerful, widely 
accepted and paid for mostly by American tax­ 
payers. 
The motives of organizations who sup­ 
port UNESCO are not under attack; most of the 
people who support UNESCO are loyal citizens 
who haven’t thought through the idea of One 
W orldism. 
UNESCO has a two point program: 
(1) Direct propaganda through a newly published 
UNESCO rew rite of world history, and (2) A 
treaty plan called a “ Convention Against Dis­ 
crimination in Education” which seeks interna­ 
tional control of public and private schools. 
The first of a succession of six UNESCO vol­ 
umes called “ A Scientific and Cultural History 
of the Development of Mankind” has already been 
published. 
This work is made available through 
libraries to American teachers and students. 
UNESCO revealed its long-range plans for inter­ 
national control of education on December 13,1960 
when its 11th Session released the “ Convention 
Against Discrimination in Education” to be sub­ 
mitted to all UN members for ratification as a 
treaty, binding the ratifying nations to reorganize 
and direct their educational institutions in compli­ 
ance with the “ Convention.” This UNESCO con­ 
vention may be brought up anytime for ratification 
and vote by the U. S. Senate. Every means pos­ 
sible will undoubtedly be tried by some to obtain 
Senate approval of the “ Convention.” 
On July 16, 1961, Cardinal McIntyre of Los An­ 
geles accurately summed up the effect of the 
UNESCO “ Convention” in these words: 
“ Even the dangers of Federal Aid to Education 
fade to a shadow in the light of this measure. 
This resolution would substantially eliminate all 
local control of public education at state or local 
level. It would place the direction and regulation 
of all American education under Federal control. 


This resolution would override this Federal Con­ 
trol and make it subsidiary to UNESCO as a world 
court and final international arbiter of education. 
The resolution would subject private education 
to rigid restriction and conformity with respect 
to plan, staff, curriculum and policy. 
In other 
words, it would do away with freedom in educa­ 
tion.” 
A form er American Legion Commander, J. 
Addington Wagner, declared: 
“ The American Legion’s objections to UNESCO 
can be placed in three major categories. Each of 
them is supported by voluminous evidence, all 
of which is taken from the public record. F irst, 
the American Legion believes that, from the days 
of its organization, UNESCO has been a haven 
for many individuals whose loyalty to the United 
States is severely compromised, if not sub­ 
merged, by a demonstrated sympathy for com­ 
munist objectives. 
“ Our second principal objection to UNESCO is 
that through its own publications, UNESCO ap­ 
pears to us to advocate world government. 
“ The third of our major objections to UNESCO 
is that it is, in our opinion, endeavoring to in­ 
fluence the educational system of the U. S. through 
the U. S. National Commission for UNESCO.” 
UNESCO has always been a haven for procom­ 
munists from both sides of the iron curtain. In 
1951 Mrs. A. Jegalova was named Chief of the 
Secondary Educational Division of UNESCO. She 
is a form er chief of the Inspection Division of the 
Soviet Ministry of Education. 
There’s no mistaking the purposes of UNESCO 
when one looks at the roster of the top brass 
of the past and present. As many as 20 Russians 
have been among the executive members of the 
organization in recent years. These are the people 
who have been formulating and controlling the 
policies of UNESCO which seeks to influence 
American children. 
Due to these and other UNESCO indiscretions a 
number of schools have forbidden the use of 
UNESCO m aterials. 
We cannot rely on American representatives in 
UNESCO to counteract the influence of such Soviet 
agents. 
We should remember the conclusion of 
the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee: 
“ By far the worst danger spot from the stand­ 
point of disloyalty and subversive activity among 
Americans employed by international organiza­ 
tions is UNESCO.”

AMERICAN EDUCATION AND UNESCO PLANS 
Many Americans are not ready to admit that 
the United Nations has done much to weaken the 
national loyalty which has been a source of great 
U. S. strength. 
Nevertheless, this is being ac­ 
com plished slowly, and one of the causes is the 
United Nations Educational Scientific and Cul­ 
tu ral Organization (UNESCO) which has some 
plans and ideas of its own regarding American 
education. 
UNESCO distributes much information about 
the desirability of One World Government, the 
acceptance of which necessarily diminishes the 
im portance of American nationalism. The words 
“ p atrio t” and “ patriotism ” must confine them­ 
selves to the higher calling of One Worldism. 
It is submitted that UNESCO’s purpose is to 
establish a world government. 
This does not 
impugn the motives of those people who honestly 
believe that a world super state is the only way 
to world peace. 
However, we do not see the 
practicability of this idea as long as the com­ 
m unists, who believe in total subjugation of the 
individual, persist in their announced goal of 
ruling the world. 
It is further submitted that the communists have 
always used the United Nations for apurpose quite 
different from the hopes held out for it by free 
people, and that a close study of UNESCO will 
reveal that this agency has !>een used to promote 
plans that would not serve the hopes of free 
people. 
The communists do not intend to be a 
part of a world government; they intend to control 
it. 
A careful study of UNESCO w ill reveal that a 
large portion of its educational effort has been in 
the direction of breaking dowx nationalism in o r­ 
der to promote world government. 
For instance, the UNESCO booklet, “ Toward 
W or 14 Under stapdi ng, " t say s : 
“ One of the chief aims of education is to develop 
those qualities of citizenship which provide the 
foundation upon which international government 
must be based. . . The kindergarten or infant 
school has a significant part to play in the child’s 
education. 
It can correct many of the e rro rs of 
home training and prepare the child for mem ber­ 
ship in the world society. 
It's most frequently 
in the family that children are infected with na­ 
tionalism (patriotism)* hearing what is national 
extolled and what is foreign disparaged." 
Still quoting from the UNESCO textbook: 
“ The school should, therefore, use the means 
described earlier to combat these family attitudes. 
As long as the child breathes the poisoned air 
of nationalism, (emphasis ours) education in 
w orld-mindedness can produce only rather p re ­ 
carious results.” 
This is typical of UNESCO 
thinking. 
There are UNESCO committees set up in almost 
every community in America. The literature of 
UNESCO is distributed in our public schools under 
the sponsorship of the National Education Associ­ 
ation and the Parent Teachers Association. The 
machinery for distributing the UNESCO philoso­ 
phy of one-world government is powerful, widely 
accepted and paid for mostly by American tax­ 
payers. 
The motives of organizations who sup­ 
port UNESCO are not under attack: most of the 
people who support UNESCO are loyal citizens 
who haven't thought through the idea of One 
Worldism. 
UNESCO has a two point program: 
(I) Direct propaganda through a newly published 
UNESCO rewrite of world history, and (2) A 
treaty plan called a “ Convention Against Dis­ 
crimination in Education” which seeks interna­ 
tional control of public and private schools. 
The first of a succession of six UNESCO vol­ 
umes called “ A Scientific and Cultural History 
of the Development of Mankind” has already been 
published. 
This work is made available through 
libraries to American teachers and students. 
UNESCO revealed its long-range plans for inter­ 
national control of education on December 13,1960 
when its lith Session released the “ Convention 
Against Discrimination in Education'' to be sub­ 
mitted to all UN members for ratification as a 
treaty, binding the ratifying nations to reorganize 
md direct their educational institutions in compli­ 
ance with the “ Convention.” This UNESCO con­ 
vention may be brought up anytime for ratification 
and vote by the U. S. Senate. Every means pos­ 
sible will undoubtedly be tried by some to obtain 
Senate approval of the “ Convention.” 
On July 16, 1961, Cardinal McIntyre of Los An­ 
geles accurately summed up the effect of the 
UNESCO “ Convention” in these words: 
“ Even the dangers of Federal Aid to Education 
facie to a shadow in the light of this measure. 
This resolution would substantially eliminate all 
local control of public education at state or local 
level. It would p la ce the d irection and regulation 
of all American education under Federal control. 


This resolution would override this F ed eral Con­ 
trol and make it subsidiary to UNESCO as a world 
court and final international arbiter of education. 
The resolution would subject private education 
to rigid restriction and conformity with respect 
to plan, staff, curriculum and policy. 
In other 
words, it would do away with freedom in educa­ 
tion.” 
A 
form er American Legion Commander, J. 
Addington Wagner, declared: 
“ The American Legion's objections to UNESCO 
can be placed in three major categories. Each of 
them is supported by voluminous evidence, all 
of which is taken from the public record. First, 
the American Legion believes that, from the days 
of its organization, UNESCO has been a haven 
for many individuals whose loyalty to the United 
States is severely compromised, if not sub­ 
merged, by a demonstrated sympathy for com­ 
munist objectives. 
“ Our second principal objection to UNESCO is 
that through its own publications, UNESCO ap­ 
pears to us to advocate world government. 
“ The third of our major objections to UNESCO 
is that it is, in our opinion, endeavoring to in­ 
fluence the educational system of the U. S. through 
the U. S. National Commission for UNESCO.” 
UNESCO has always been a haven for procom­ 
munists from both sides of the iron curtain. In 
1951 Mrs. A. Jegalova was named Chief of the 
Secondary Educational Division of UNESCO. She 
is a form er chief of the Inspection Division of the 
Soviet Ministry of Education. 
T here's no mistaking the purposes of UNESCO 
when one looks at the ro ste r of the top brass 
of the past and present. As many as 20 Russians 
have been among the executive members of the 
organization in recent years. These are the people 
who have been formulating and controlling the 
policies of UNESCO which seeks to influence 
American children. 
Due to these and other UNESCO indiscretions a 
number of schools have forbidden the use of 
UNESCO materials. 
We cannot rely on American representatives in 
UNESCO to counteract the influence of such Soviet 
agents. 
We should rem em ber the conclusion of 
the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee: 
“ By far the worst danger spot from the stand­ 
point of disloyalty and subversive activity among 
Americans employed by international organiza­ 
tions is UNESCO.”
